A COMMUNICATION FROM ONE WHO KNOWS OF 
WHAT HE SPEAKS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Wicuita, Kas., Oct. 21.—I notice in the news- 
papers the comments of the Richmond (Va.) 
Dispatch on the result of the recent elections in 
Indiana and Ohio, attributing it to the “ popular 
prejudice and invincible ignorance’’ of the 
Northern people. These are only the modest 
sentiments of the editors of that paper. I was 
a resident of Richmond from April, 1865, till 
August, 1878. This Dispatch has constantly boasted

such doctrines. In 1870 and 1871, after the State of 
Virginia had been readmitted to the Union, 
under the Reconstruction acts (which was done 
in January, 1870), this same Richmond Dispatch 
persistently advocated the destruction of the 
public schools of the State, which had been 
started and sustained by Northern men’s efforts 
and money during the reconstruction period, 
and were turned over with the other internal 
affairs to the care and protection of the State 
and local officers. The State Government was 
in the hands of the Democrats, and nothing 
saved the public schools but the liberal dona- 
tion of George Peabody to the Southern States 
for educational purposes, and the donation of 
land-scrip by the United States Government for 
the same purpose. 
AS LATE AS 1877 

the Richmond Dispatch published a series of 
articles written Dy the reverend gentleman 
presiding over the Hampdea Sydney College, one 
of the institutions of learning for the aristo- 
cratic youth of the Old Dominion. The whole 
tenor of these articles were againat free schools;

The wealth ana fame of the principals in the 
fight, the almost equal status of the two great 
political parties in the Sagebrush State, the 
intimate dependence of the Presidential upon 
the Senatorial election,--these are the questions 
which are being daily discussed in every town 
and miner’s cabin from San Francisco to White 
Pine, and which have assumed a National im- 
portance of which the country is already well 
aware. It was not until recently that the con- 
test assumed its present prodigious propor- 
tions. Until the carrying of the Virginia 
City primaries, a short time ago, the 
candidacy of Senator Sharon was nota wei- 
established fact; and, before the recent return 
of Col. Fair from his trip around the world, 
whether be was a Democrat or Republican was 
not absolutely known.

A Decided Boom in Consequence of the 


Movement of the English Bondhold- 
ers

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 25.—The heavy acces- 
sions of foreign capital to Be invested in Read- 
ing stock has been the sensation of the market 
here for the past ten days, and it is thought that 
the movement culminated to-day, when the last 
of the shorts are thought to have covered their 
disastrous sales. Mr. Thomas Wild Powell had 
been in the country only a few days when Read- 
ing stock and general mortgage bonds began to 
display unusual activity. The street was at a 
loss to account for the steady buying 
trade, and brokers who bad been known as 
agents fur Philadelphia purchasers had none of 
the business. In fact, customers of the. old 
Reading clique have been short of the stock, 
and the buying firms dave been the same con- 
servative houses that recentiy sent so muct 
Philadelphia stock abroad, They have been 
heavy buyers of the stock on New York and 
London accennt, and a house sold on Saturday 
last $5000 of the general mortgage to arrive. 
Up to to-day none of the stock bad been taken 
olf. the street, but the borrowing rates had been 
steadily hardening. A fortnight ago a tenth of 1 
per cent was paid for the use of the stock 
for a single day, and on Saturday half as much. 
To-day there was none to be had, and the stock 
rose from 21 to 23%, closing at 23%, a rise durin 
the day of 5 per cent. Meanwhile the genera 
mortgage has advanced in sympathy with the 
stock from 81 to 86, while the stock bas gone 
from 35 to 47 per cent in a single week. It scems 
to be a foregone conclusion, if these purchases 
are any indication, that the English holders pro- 
pose taking the controi of the road and placing 
u man of their own selection in the place of 
President Gowen.

Even at the present 
workers in the South get nothing more 
than a dare subsistence from the 
land they live on. Wages of field- 
hands in the Cotton States are $2 to 83 a 
week (without board), andin wet weather 
the workmen are regularly docked 50 
cents a day. When land is farmed on shares, 
the tenant often pays each year in rent more 
than its whole value. Supplies ot all the 
hands must be bought at stores in which the 
planter is usually a silent or an active part- 
ner, and double prices are charged for every- 
thing. Negroes are lable to arrest for slight 
cause or no cause at all, and if sent to prison 
are subject to an oppressive convict-labor 
system. The planters, storekeepers, trans- 
portation companies, and State and munic- 
ipal gavernments are banded together to 
prevent the exodus of the negro-laborers, 
and to keep them in the power of their em- 
ployers. The condition of labor in the South 
is in all respects so bad that immigrants will 
not go there, and white workmen of all 
classes are virtually exeluaed from the rich 
lanis of that section. 

Alexander Stephens said that slavery was 
the corner-stone of the Confederacy. The 
ex-Confederate States constitute the back- 
bone of the Democratic party, and their mo- 
tives in seeking to destroy the Union show 
their real feeling towards labor and the work- 
ing classes. The Southern States tried to 
secede because they were prohibited from 
carrying slavery into the Northern Terri- 
tories. They elaimed the fertile plains of 
Kansas and Nebraska for their domestic 
institution.” It thisclaim had been allowed, 
they would soon have asserted their right to 
take their slaves also into the Northern States, 
there to compete with free labor. The Re- 
publican party protected and saved the free

THAT FORGED 

If ever acampaign lie was completely ex- 
ploded, the forged Garfield letter has met 
that fate. Immediately upon its publication 
the letter was denounced as a forgery by 
Gen. Garfield himself, who advised the Na- 
tional Committee to hunt down the scoundrel 
who concocted it. It wasascertained at once 
that there never had been any organization in 
Lynn (Mass.) known as the Manufacturers’ 
Union, and that no such man as H. L. Morey 
was known by any of the manufacturers in 
that city. The letter itself betrayed marks of 
ignorance and illiteracy of Which Gen. Gar- 
field could not be reasonably suspected. It 
was badly worded and misspelled in places. 
It was discovered also that the postmark was 
one which had not been used in the Wash- 
ington Post-Office until three months after 
the date wWhleh it bore. Finally, the forger 
himself seems to have been run down, and 
proves to be a fellow who is given to the 
imitation of other people’s handwriting. If 
the detectives have really fastened the 
villainous work upon any one, that person 
should not be permitted to escape punish- 
ment by any technicalities of law or neglect 
in prosecution. Every honest Democrat 
should join in the demand for his punish- 
ment, for, as the case now stands, the affair 
is 4 disgrace to the Democratic party and will 
cost it thousands of votes. 

The most satisfactory evidence of forgery, 
however, is furnished by the letter itself. 
We have seen the fac-simile which was pub- 
lished by the low-fiung little paper which 
invented and prowulgated the forgery, and 
we have compared it with a recent letter 
written by Gen. Garfield. There is no more 
resemblance between the two than there 
would be between the most beautitul 
Roman script and a page of Cifinese 
characters. Gen. Garfield’s’ penmanship 
is a round, boyish hand, evidently writ- 
ten with great fluency. The penman- 
ship in the forged letter bears all the 
signs of a nervous writer, and the characters 
incline to the right. There is the most 
marked ditference between individual letters. 
Gen. Garfield has a habit of running words 
together without taking his pen from paper, 
while in the forged letter every word 
Stands alohé, with 4 considerable space in- 
tervening between the word that precedes it 
and the word that followsit. Both letters 
end with the stereotyped phrase, Very 
truly yours,”—a phrase which, when com- 
monly employed by any person, is naturally 
written exactly alike in almost all cases. In 
the genuine letter from Gen. Garfield the 
three words are run together by the pen, and 
each is begun with a capital; in the forged 
document the three words are written sep- 
arately, and the two final ones are begun with 
small letters. A hundred radical differences 
could be picked out by an expert. The 
forgery was a bungling piece of work. 

But, now that the forgery has been abund- 
antly established, what will the people say 
to the fact that this letter was taken up by 
the Democratic National Committee, that it 
has been circulated by thousands as supple- 
ments to Democratic newspapers and dis 
tributed through the streets, and that every 
Democratic speech and every Democratic 
organ in the country has given prominence 
to it during the past few days? What ¢laim 
upon honest and intelligent ple has a 
party that employs the arts of the forger to 
injure thecharacter of a political opponent ?

THE SITUATION IN IRELAND. 
One of the most forlorn prospects which 
confront the Irish people in their struggle 
to throw off the burdens of English land- 
lordism is the opposition which is growing 
up in Ireland itself. We have already re- 
ferred to the action of the Orange lodges and 
press in the north of Ireland, and to the bit- 
ter and even malicious manner in which 
they join hands with the landlords to put 
down the agitators for reform, just at the 
time when their efforts promised to be of 
some avail,—not in entirely removing the 
evils under which they are groaning, but 
perhaps in mitigating their condition so that 
they could have a chance to live. If it were 
a singular spectacle, one class of the Irish 
people joining hands with the English Gov- 
ernment to perpetuate the unjust and inhu- 
man persecufion of tenants by land- 
jlords,—it is a still stranger spectacle 
to see the Roman Catholic priest- 
hood joining hands with Orangemen 
in an unnatural alliance for a similar pur- 
pose, and yet such is the case. In the Diocese 
of Cloyne, Cork, the Bishep and the Arch- 
deacon, the latter the son of a man Who was 
cruelly evicted not long since from the estate 
of an English Baron, recently met in con- 
ference with a hundred of the clergy and 
passed resolutions condemning the Land 
League and its plans for getting rid of the 
curse of landilordism. The Catholic Arch- 
bishop of Dublin has also issued a pastoral 
letter denouncing the Land League and its 
proceedings, and calling upon the priests to 
refrain from sympathizing with the League 
or attendifig the land meetings. Not to be 
altogether inconsistent with their former 
action, they declare themselves to be iu favor 
of land reform, but express their ideas with a 
tlegree of moderation that makes them imprac- 
ticable because both Government and land- 
lords would laugh at their impotency. A 
policy of reform which depends upon the 
voluntary action of the landlords and refuses 
to allow the tenants even the right of pro- 
test, much less of action, is not worth the pa- 
per upon whith its program is written. 
„% They who would be free, themselves must 
strike the blow.” They who would obtain 
reforms in Ireland must have the courage to 
rise up and demand them. The ungrateful! 
character of the priestly action is still further 
shown in the fact that priests up to this 
time have encouraged the Land League and 
the tenants in their action, and that no land 
meeting has been heid at which a priest did 
not either preside or occupy a prominent 
place on the platform.

There is another point that might have 
been urged by the Times why the action of 
the clergy may not have the expected effect, 
and that is the growing determination of 
young Irishmen that the Church shall not 
interfere in their temporal concerns. While 
willing to yield implicit obedience to all the 
spiritual demands of their ecclesiastical au- 
thorities, they are not so willing as they 
were once to obey their temporal demands, 
or to allow them to interfere in matters with 
which they have no concern. They are 
much more likely to sympathize with the 
Land League, and put the matter to an open 
issue with the Government, than they are to 
recede from the position they have taken at 
the cominand of the priests. They may be 
defeated in that issue, for, in fighting the 
Orangemen, the priests, the landlords, and 
the whole power of the English Government, 
they are-struggling against immense odds, 
but it is better to be defeated than to surren- 
der without action, for they will at least 
have the sympathy of the world, and will be 
better prepared to renew the struggle next 
year than if they had supinely allowed the 
landlords to fasten the yoke upon them still 
more securely without resistance.

Tun Tuner ventures a stggestio# to 
the Republicans of Indiana respecting the 
coming election. There is danger for them 
in the tendency to trust too much to the late 
success. Republicans far more than Demo- 
crats are prone to rest upon past achieve- 
ments, and, forgetting the need of struggle, 
attempt to float from one victory to another 
on the top of the wave. ‘The overwhelming 
success in October may be a cause of defeat 
in November if the members of the party 
are not on the alert. The feeling that Repub- 
licans must be suecessful again because they 
won the State election is quite likely to take 
possession of the rank and file of the party, 
and a laxity of discipline may result there- 
from unless the leaders are alive to the dan- 
gers. Each Republican must remember that 
there will be one element wanting in the No- 
vember election Which was powerfully pres- 
ent in the one just passed. The effect- 
ive labors of the individual’ office 
seeker will be missed at the polls 
and on the street-corners. His efforts added 
largely to the vote of the party, because 
it was for his interest to see that every voter 
wis at the polls, and that every weak knee 
was made strong until the ballot was cast. 
Theetticiency of the work done by these candi- 
datesis never known until the energies which 
they put forth are found to be wanting. They 
organize, they direct, they plan, they work, 
and they get their friends to do an immense 
amount of work. This element will be more’ 
wanting in the Republican party than in the 
Democratic, because the wants of the Repub- 
liean office-seekers were for the most part 
satisfied, while those of his Democratic 
brother were only whetted by defeat. The 
Democrat, still hungry fur office, will stand 
at the polls and scour the country all day to 
bring in the vote, in the hope that Democrat- 
ic success will furnish some crumb from 
the public table. The Republican, safe 
in office, or caring little for office, 
will grow careless of the fight, and 
the result may be defeat.

Veto of the West Lake Street 
Railway Ordinance. 


The Mayor Vigorously Denounces 
the ‘*Ninety-Nine-Year 
Swindle.” 


An Rejoinder to the Veto by 
West Side Railway 


Company. 


The Council Sustain His Honor by a 
Vote of 18 to 18. 


The Council held a regular weekly meeting 
last evening, Aid. Cullerton in the chair, and all 
the Aldermen present except Sanders and Gran- 
nis. 

Ald. Burke presented an order directing the 
Department of Public Works to prepare an ordi- 
nance for putting oil lamps at steam railroad 
crossing® where there are no gas lamps. Refer- 
red to the Committee on Streets and Alleys, West 
Division. 

Ald. Thompson submitted an order authoriz- 
ing Fire-Marshal Swenie to erect temporary 
sheds for fire-engines atthe corner of Ogden 
and Winchester avenues and the corner of Ash- 
land avenue and Jayne street. Passed. 

Ald, Swift handed in an order instructing the 
Commissioner of Health to direct the ash- 
gatherers to do their work between 7 p. m. and 6 
a.m. Passed. 

The same Alderman offered an order directing 
the Department of Public Works to report the 
result of the fnquiry as to the cost of widen- 
ing the river between Adams and Van Buren 
streets. Passed. 

Ald. Lawler presented a communication from 
the Commissioner of Public Works in which he 
stated that the railroads objected to any change 
in the existing contracts for the construction of 
the Sangamon street viaduct. The Corporation 
Counsel had decided that the building of 
lateral approaches at Carroll street would 
release the Northwestern from paying any- 
thing, and would increase the amount 
to be paid by the city beyond the 
sum appropriated for the viaduct, which excess 
could not be contracted for until an appropria- 
tion was made to cover it. Referred to the 
Committee on Streets and Alleys, West Division. 

WESTERN INDIANA RAILROAD. 

An order to allow the Western Indiana Rail- 
road Company to pave Third avenue from 
Twelfth street to Fourteenth and Dearborn 
street from Fourteenth street to Filteenth street 
with a stone pavement, at their own expense, 
was brought up under a suspension of the rules. 

Ald, Altpeter said that he was opposed to 
granting any privileges to the Western Indiana 
Railroad Company. 

Ald. Shorey thought the question ought to be 
fairly considered. The Railroad Company were 
seeking rights to which they had no just claim. 
They had not followed the routes which had 
been surrendered to them, but had tried at 
every point to get ahead of the Council. He 
did not at any rate see any necessity for haste 
in the matter. 

Ald. Wickersham held there was need for 
haste, as the streets in the locality mentioned 
needed immediate improvement. 

Ald. Everett said that the railroad ought to 
have the same right as any other property- 
holder. He hoped the order would pass. 

Ald. Altpeter said that nothing ought to be 
done until the United States Supreme Court had 
passed upon it. 

Ald. Burley moved and Ald. Wiekersham ac- 
omen an amendment that the ordér pass, pro- 
vided all the property-holders in that place ask 
for the privilege provided for in the order. 

The order as amended was passed by the fol- 
lowing vote:

WEST LAKE STREET RAILWAY. 

The Mayor's veto of the West Lake Street 
Railroad ordinance was then read by the Clerk, 
as follows: 

“OnICAGO, Oct. 2%.—To the City Council of the 
City of Chicagy : I herewith return to you, with- 
out my approval, an ordinance entitled An or- 
nance to authorize an extension of the &.. et 
railway tracks on Lake street and on Milwaukee 
avenue,’ for reasons herewith set forth. 

[ rewret that my oath of office and my duty 
force me to this action, for many of my warm 
friends are extremely anxious to have the rail- 
road on West Lake street. My own personal in- 
terest would be furthered by it, and I have been 
threatened with the dire vengeance of powerful 
—.— politically, if 1 prevent this ordinance 

ming a law. 

The city charter (Sec. . Clause 90) says that 
the City Couneil shall have no power to grant 
the right to lay down any railroad tracks in any 
street of the city, to any steam or horse railroad 
company, except upon a petition of the owners 
of the land representing more than one-half of 
tne frontag> of the street or so much thereof as 
is sought to be used for railroad purposes.“ 

The entire frontage on West Luke street, from 
Union Park to a point 160 feet west of Michigan 
avenue, and from Rockwell street to Central 
Park, after deducting all public streets and 
alleys, and after deducting the Klizabeth Street 
school loi, and also both sides of the river's 
width, is 26.365 06-100 feet. The baif of this 
is 13,182 53-100 feet. The charter demands that 
the petition must represent more thau this half. 
Now, the petitions presented to you in behalf of 
the West Division Kailroad Company, on their 
face represent 15,465 - lo feet. But I find on 
examination that 1.20)‘, feet are signed for two 
or more times. This reduces the frontage rep- 
resented on the petition to 14,175 30-100. I find 
further that petitioners representing 1,522 feet 
sign simply as agents, not giving the names of 
persons whom tbey represent. as, for instance, 
te W. H. Stokes, agent. 744 feet.“ Such sigun⸗ 
tures certainly cannot possibly be so strained as 
to be ealied the petition of owners,“ which the 
charter demands. 

Take this amount out and we have left 
12,582 97-100 feet, which is 509 58-100 feet less than 
one-half of the whole froutage. 

There are on the petitions over and outside of 
the said 1.5% / feet, 1,070 feet for which owners 
de not sign. For instance, * Thomas Parker for 
Demsten Estate, 40) feet.“ W. D. Kerfoot, 
for himseif and others, 500 feet.” “A. A. 
Cheney, by P. C., 25 feet.“ Polly Bliss. by P. 
C., 2% feet, ete. Mr. Kerfoot informs me that 
he does not own over 300 feet of the above 50: 
giving bim 900 feet, and there is left 770 feet not 
properly petitioned for by owners. Again, 1,088 
other feet are signed for improperiy. For ex- 
ample.“ H RS by KE. A. Trask. ag t, 100 feet.” 
“James Couch and others by W. H. Wood. etc..ete. 
These are not properly signatures of owners. 
Now, if we deduct the above 77% feet from the 
nove 12,682 97-luv) feet, then we have 11,812 97-100 
feet as pr.perly petitioned for, which is 
1308 56-100 less than one-half of the frontage. 
if we deduct also the above 1,068 feet as being 
improperly petitioned for, then we have only; 
10,744 N- feet, which. is 2.457 56-100 feet less 
thun the one-half of the whole frontage, and 
makes a fatal objection to passing the ord!- 
nunce. Iwill here say that, in exciuding these 
amounts, lam borne out by the opinion of the 
Law Department. 

But there are other very phe reasons why 
the Council should pause and retiect most care- 
fully before it passes such an ordinance. There 
are able lawyers who think that in 1843 the city 
will be evabled to legisiate for its own benefit 
upon the horse-ra:iroads of this city. L refrain 
from expressing any opinion upon the propriety 
of any such levisiation, but I certainly do think 
that this Council should not handicap the City 
Government of 1885 by ary legisiauon not im- 
peratively demanded. : 

This ordinance certainly extends the fran- 
chise of the West Division Railroad Company, 
or at any rute to the extent ot the West Lake 
street and the Milwaukee avenue ines. It may 
be said you have aiready so done in the West 
Chicago avenue and North State street lines. 
When those ordinances were before the Counc! 
other questions were involved, and 1 doubt if 
the Oouncil thuught—and I know the Mayor did 
‘not think—of the possibile effects of their pas- 
sage. Two wrongs never yet made a right. 
The bitter objection to this ordinence by the 
owners of the frontage on Bast Lake street has 
caused me to look into all the questions in- 
volved, and besides, there are other good rea- 
sons which make me examine the whole effect 
of passing this ordinance. The intercourse be- 
tween the South and West Divisions of the city 
is becoming o vast that we should be most 
careful in giving up Lake street bridge to any 
horse- railroad company. 

At certain bours of the day Madison and Ran- 
doipb street bridwes are almost monopolimed bv 
street-cars. They demand und are accorded the 
right of way. No other bridge sbouid be givea 
to them unless such bridve can be widened to 
the width of the street, so that two veb cles can 
meeton the bridge without being impeded by 
c meeting vn the railroad tracks, 

expense of such bridges will be great. 
The street-raiiroad tcompanies shouid heip te 
pay for and maintain them. 

1 bridge nuisance is fast becoming intolera- 
ble to the people. The horse-cars vastly in- 
tensify the nuisance. If it be not corrected, 
buta few years can elapse before the city will 
be compelled tocoverup the river from the 
basin to Twenty-sccend street or above, and 
sink a new channel for the South own 
south. 

The curses of the people become vear by year 
more bitter against the ninety-n'tie-year 
swindle. There may bea way to escape the effects 
of this swindic. The Council should be careful not

TAX TITLES. 


Serious Miuddle Caused by a Decision 
of the State Sapreme Court. 

_ Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuné. 
Bostox, Oct. 25.—The full Supreme Court 
Court has decided that the legislative act of 
1878, respecting the sale of real estate for non- 
payment of taxes, is illegal In February of 
that year the Court declared that the method of 
advertising delinquent taxes upon real estate 
which had been generally employed for very 
many years was erroneous. Later in the same 
year the Legislature énacted that such sales, 
except in cases where actions had already been 
commenced in court, should not be held as in- 
valid by reason of such advertisement, and it is 
this law that has now been pronounced un- 
constitutional. Although at the time of the 
first decision, which was in a case that arose 
in the City of Worcester, there were a large 
number of deeds in the bands of purchasers 
throughout the State which were thus declared 
defective. Most of them have since been set- 
tled by those who were obligated to pay the 
owners, mortgagees, and others. To-day’s de- 
cision makes invalid all the sale of real estate 
under the law, and all estates that are sold in 
undivided portions for taxes. There are many 
estates thus held. Those who hold them will 
now have to surrender to the persons who bad 
the legal title when they were suid by the city, 
and those who have 80 purchased them will 
have to make application to the city 
of Boston to refund such sums paid for the es- 
tate under tax-title sates so advertised and sold.

New York, Oct. 25.—In the Protestant Epis- 
copal Convention the Committee on the State of 
the Church presented, through the Key. Dr. Van 
Deusen, its report to the House ot Deputies. The 
Committee says: “ While we would not diminign, 
but rather increase, all appliances and instru- 
mentalities for ¢arrying the blessings of the 
Gospel to the Western. States and Territories; 
while the aborigines of this land, mostly found 
there, are receiving our sympathy and aid, and 
arousing increasing zeal in their civilization and 
evangelization, why is it that the Soutnern dio- 
ceses, depressed and impoverished, receive no 
more of the Church's benefactions, and are left 
to carry on their mission work with little more 
assistance than can be secured within their own 
limits? Why is it that those 4,000,000 of the coi- 
ored race now clothed with the elective fran- 
chise, eligible to all places of trust, to our Leg- 
4 islatures, toseats in Coneress, or acting in many 
instances as. teachers of the young, should | 
awaken far less enthusiasm and call forth no 


The Committee, in concluding its remarks on 
this subject, invokes the attention of the whole

WAS SHE CRAZY? 


Mrs. Wasserman Drowns Herself and 
Her Youugest Child. 

The evening of Tuesday, the 12th inst., the 
engineer and fireman of engine No. 81 on the 
Liltinois Central Railroad saw, througi the dark- 
ness and tight fog which prevailed at the time, 
a woman run rapidly across the tracks, 
and, after pausing a few moments on 
the breakwater, deliberately pluage into 
the lake. The next day Mrs. 
Fannie Wasserman was reported missing, as was 
also her youngest daughter. At about 1:30 yes- 
terday ufternoon Engineer J. H. Colbert, on the 
Illinois Central Railrund, discovered the dead 
bodies of a woman and child floating in what is 
known as the lilinois Central basin, but which 
is only a small semi-circhlar arm of Lake 
Michigan. He notified the police and Sergt. 
Croak removed the bodies from the lake to the 
Morgue, where they were shortly after identi- 
ned as the remains of Mrs. Fannie Wasserman 


and her daughter Mamie, aged 2 years and 10 
months. ‘lhe little one was tastened between the 
knees and thighs of the mother by means of 
a cloth band. The railroad employés who saw 
her jump into the water stated that before 
making tne fatal plunge she was scon to remain 
some moments in a stooping omg de apparent- 
ly binding her clothing about ber knees, us they 
thought, to prevent herself from being buoyed 
up. They did not see the child. owing to the 
darkness, but it now seems piain enough that 
va tay deliberately tastening the child to ber- 
self. 


Mrs. Wasserman was the wife of Wilhelm Was- 
serman, proprietor of a beet sabbon at No. 1460 
State street, and she left two children other than 
the one she drowned with berself. Seven years 
ago,when Wasserman married, Fannie Schmaus 
was accounted a very handsome and well- 
bebaved young woman, and lie was considered a 
happy man. Domestic broil transtormed the 
happy couple. and for four years their home 
hus n like one of the circlesin the Inferno. 
Mrs. Wasserman disappesred from home

GRAND OPERA-HOUSE. 

Mr. John Habberton, widely known in this 
country as the author of “Helen's Babies.“ a 
book which a few years ago won an u qusual 
popularity, has written a play. This play is 
called Deacon Crankett,” and is properly do- 
scribed in the play- bills as a New England idyl. 
Not long since the piece was produced in New 
York, where it was slaughtered by 
some of the critics, praised by 
others, and voted a success by the public. In 


St. Louis the piece was well received all round. 


Last night Deacon Crankett was seen for the 
first time in this city. The audience was large 
enough to fill the theatre, and that audience 
Watched the piece with interest, and were evi- 
denuy highly pleased. However criticism may 
differ as to the dramatic merit of this 
play, we believe that it will find a 
patfonage large enough to make money for the 
author asd for the manager. It will delight 
those who.admirg Sunday-schoo! literature, and 
who are weighed down with the belivf that the 
stage necds reformation. There is nothing in it 
to offend the most rigid Puritan that ever lived, 
and pious fathers and husbands may bave no 
hesitation in sending their daughters and wives 
to see it. “Deacon Crankett” is a novelty. It is 
novel in its characterimtion, novel in its 
dialog, and novel in its treatment of a rather 
ordinary pilot. It is only fair to say in praise of 
Mr. Habberton's work, that such characters and 
such dialog, unless hangied with great delleacy 
would have resulted in ruin. That the author 
has skillfully avoided disaster is greatiy to his 
credit. The defects of the play from a dramatic 
point of view are obvious. ere is too little 
action, too much talk about trifles, and the 
‘dialog could be made much more acceptabie 
to a miscellaneous audience if the number of 
Seriptural quotations and allusions to the Deity 
were reduced, 

Conspicuous among the characters stands 
Deacon Crankett, a New-Englaoder, a curious 
mixture of simplicity and shrewdness, who 
comes on the stage singing a Moody and Sankey 
hymn. In the course of the play be treats 
his audience to a chapter in the Bible, a revela- 
tion, no doubt, to some of his hearers. Then 
there is a young fellow called Joe Thatcher (Mr. 
Joe Wheelock), whose simple manner wins the 
hearts of his audience. He falis in love witha 
sweet-tempered, amiable girl, without any par- 
ticular strength of character, called Hieanor 
Heatherton (Miss Helen Sedgewick). She is 
wealthy, but, through the rash specula- 
tion and the forgery of a young banker, 
Egbert Gray (Mr. Frank Roberts) her money is 
sweptaway. This young banker had also the 
confidence of the old Deacon, who had intrusted 
to his keeping some $90,000 bequeathed to Joe by 
his father. Of course this is swallowed in 
the general smash-up. In the first act 
the young banker, Taos previous to the 
discovery of bis financial escupades, visits the 
Deacon where Eleanor has been making 4 visit. 
He tries to win her in marriage. While the in- 
tervicw 1s going on Jbe overhears the conversa- 
tion, and, divining that the girl bas proved false 
to him, determines to fly as far as possible from 
the scene. In the succeeding acts we sec 
the lovers brought: together, the repentance of 
the forger and spectiinuor, who escapes the pen- 
elty of bie crime in Ker. We suppose, to end 
the play ina mutuallf happy way all round. 

The finest piece of acting is given by Mr. Joe 
Wheelock. it isfull of fceling, fresh, whole- 
some, and manly. Mr. Ben r cer- 
tuinly looks the picture o a vig- 
orous New Engtan@ farmer, who “ nnder- 
stands a good man things besides religion.” 
Mr. William Henderson personates the character 
part of Weazel well; Miss Helen Sedgwick makes 
probably as mueh of her opportunitics as any 
one could; Mr. Frank Roberts lacked the force 
and the feeling for his oniy important 
scene in the fowth act; Miss Annie 
Ware, as the antique specimen of New 
England motherhood, acquitted berself toler- 
ably well: Miss Stellafhapman personated the 
part of a maid servuntand made a not unf vor- 
able impression as atoubret; while Mr. Harry 
Eytinge in the small part of Heatherton acted 
and dressed the part of a New York tapitalist in 
a careful way. All the characters, except 
Gray, are models of the wood effects 
of Sunday-scbhool teaching, and Gray, before 
the curtain falls, becowes converted by the in- 
fluences around him. e are glad to notice in 
the production of this a marked improve- 
ment in the stage seen at this house 
since it opened.

A close examination with a glass discloses 
imperfections in the lathe- work. | 
About twenty-five years ago merchants doing 
business in nearly all the towns on the Illinois 
River,between Alton and Ottawa became sud- 
denly aware that there was a large amount of 
counterfeit money in circulation. In those early 
days it was at times extremely difficult te pro- 
cure coin of the realm, owing to the fact that the 
“bob-tailed” State bank currency drove it out, 
and hence hard money was a scarcity, and the 
few dollars which found their way into that out- 
of-the-way region were eagerly gathered up by 
the banks, or stored away in the capacious 
stockings of the thrifty farmers and small 
country dealers. Suddenly, in the fall of 1864, 


there appeared to be an 

UNUSUAL AMOUNT OF COIN IN CIRCULATION, 
and the guileless residents along the river 
hailed the product of the mint as a forerunner 
of good times, and looked forward to the day 
when * cat-tail currency would be relegated to 
the coffers of the irresponsible banking institu- 
tions which had Hooded the country with their 
worthless paper. Of course there were shrewd 
business-men in many of the towns who suspected 
something wrong, and an enterprising banker 
‘jn Peoria tinally weighed some of the shining 
coin, and found it wanting in purity. Instantly 
the news spread from town to town that a gang 
of counterfeiters were manufacturing and shov- 
ing the queer.“ The alarm soon became gen- 
eral, and every Sherilf, Constable, and Deputy iu 
the river districts began a stili-hunt for the par- 
ties who were engaged in the nefarious business. 
Among the vigilunt officers of the law was Sher- 
iff Frank Warner, of La Salle County, who for 
many years st has been the Superintendent 
of Pinkerton’s Agency in this city. After fol- 
lowing up several trails without success, Mr. 
Warner's attention was called to the 
suspicious actions of a brace of 
so-called cattle-deulers said to reside in the vi- 
cinity of Boyd’s Grove, in Stark County. These 
fellows seemed to be plentifully — ey with 
money.and were continually traveling up and 
down the riverandcanal. Mr. Warner worked pa- 
tieutly in his efforts to fasten the guilt upon the 

uasi stock-dealers, and at last, being satisfied 
chat he wus after the right parties, summoned a 
posse and prepared to arrest them. A that time 
a gang of suspicious men made their beadquar- 
ters at Lock No. 13, or Mike's Lock,” as it was 
familiarly known by canal men, and the Stark 
9 stock-deulers were found associating 
with this gang. Mike's Lock is three miles east 
of La Salle, in a dreary,jforsaken region, where, 
if canal history be authentic, more than one 
dark deed has been committed. The only house 
in the vicinity was the one occupied by the lock- 
tender, and to this day the same uninviting sur- 
roundings ist. 

Being convinced that this gang were counter- 
feiters, Sherif!’ Warner, accompanied by Mr. K. 
K. Goodall. of Joliet, afterwards President of 
the Fourth National Bank of this city, and now 
a resident of Leadville, Colo., and Richard 
Thorne, known throughout that country us a 
fearless and intrepid man, drove down from 
Ottawa to effect the arrest of the parties. Their 
movements were executed so perfectly that the 
rendezvous of the gang was surrounded and 
several captures made, Among those arrested 
were

now confined in the Cook County Jail for coun- 
terfeiting Government bonds, and Brad Foster, 
his father-in-law. 

When arrested the officers found a large 
amount of spurious coin, together with a gal- 
vaniec battery, the chlorides, and other prc >ara- 
tions and tools used in manufacturing the 
“queer.” As they were betug brought away 
from their den the prisoners threw a considera- 
bie amount of the stuffinto the lock. An order 
was procured to draw off the water, and in this 
way the coin was recovered. 

Doyle and Foster secured the services of Judge 
Joseph O. Giover, of Ottawa, who has since 
served a term as District-Attorney for the 
Northern District of Illinois, and who is powa 
resident of this city,and as their counsel Mr. 
Glover proceeded to clear them if ble. The 
warrant for their arrest, which h been sworn 
out before Commissioner Pbil Hoyne, set out 
that they had mapufactured a counterfeit coin 
in the eimilitude of the $10 and $20 gold pieces 
of the United States. Judge Glover saw at once 
that the wurrant was defective, from the 
fact that the captured coin was in 
a crude state, not having been galvenized. 
He hastened to Dixon, went before Judge Ira O. 
Wilkinson of the Kock Island circuit. and got 
outa writof babeas corpus in the interest of 
the prisoners. Deputy-Marshal Munson was 
present when the argument on the writ was 
beard, having ridden eighty miles across the 
country with the idea of bringing the prisoners 
back to Chicago. Judge Wilkinson discharged 
the prisoners on the technical fault in the orig- 
inal writof arrest. and, before Munson could 

rocure an amended writ,the men escaped. 
Mr. Warner knew Doyle quite well, and yester- 
day identified him at a glance, as did also Judge 
Glover, who called at the jail for that purpose. 

A PECULIAR FEATURE 


of the case, and one which may justly be termed 
a coincidence, is, that ex-Sberif!’ Warner, who 
arrested Doyle at that time, Judge Glover, wno 
acted as his counsel, Judge Wilkinson who dis- 
charged bim as stated, and Deputy-Marshal 
Munson, through whose official hands the count- 
erteiter slipped upon a technicality, are all 
alive and residents of Chicago. 

Sbortiy after his arrest Doyle requested that 
$1,000 of the moucy found upon him besent to 
his wife, whois at Bradford, this State. Mar- 
shal Hildrup would have been glad to accommo- 
date him, if possible, but was unable to tell the 
rood money from the counterfeit. I this di- 
—— it was found necessary to await advices 
from Washington, where four of the $100 notes 
are undergoing careful investigation by experts. 


THE TREASURY OFFICIALS. 
„ Bpecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Wasninotorn, DB. C.., Oct. 2%.—The Secret 
Service did not receive to-day, as was expected, 
any of the counterfeit bonds and moaey taken 
from Doyle in Chicago. They are expected to- 
morrow, when the Treasury experts will imme- 
diatety commence the examination of the bonds. 
At present the officers of the Bond Division are 
very reluctant to admit that the bonds are 
forgeries. They have examined large quant. 
ties of bonds of the same issue which have been 
redeemed and canceled, and found that they 
would offer exceptional dificuity to a 
counterfeiter. lt appears that, on all 
the bonds of the issue, there are sig- 
natures in four different dandwritines. 
At that time the signatures were placed upon 
the bond in actual handwriting. But the work 
is now done by engraving this handwriting. 
On the bonds is the name of the person to whom 
isened, which is written by one clerk in the 
Rewister's office, the initials of the entry clerk 
in the Register’s office, and of the recording 
clerk, and the full signatere of the then 
Register of the Treasury or of his assistant. 
The bond officials think that, however 
excellent the engraving may be, or 
the paper, it would be very difficult for 
any forger to successfully imitute so 
as to escape detection four different kinds of 
handwriting on 250 different boris. These offi- 
cials think that, when the bonds reach their 
office, whether they are genuine or counterfeit 
cah be shown in a few moments. Only a dozen 
of the bonds have been ordered here, and a like 
number have been sent to New York to be 
ready on the hearing to-morrow of Brockway. 
Chief Brooks, of the Secret Service, however, 
thinks that there can be no possible doupt that 
the bonds are counterfeit. Thi« opinion is based 
upon the confession of Smith,the forger,and upon 
all the surrounding circumstances. It appears 
that the Secret Service bad been informed by 
counterfeiters long ero that Smith and Pierce 
were the only men in this country ikely to be 
able to do such kind of work as that discovered 
on the $100 notes and on these bonds. Pierce 
wae followed for some months, but died of con- 
sumption, and Smith has been captured, and has 
contessed, The reports telegrapbed here from 
Chicago that the Seeret- Service officers there 
proved that the bonds are counterfeit, from the 
fect that there are duplicate numbers in the lot, 
prove to be untrue. A full list of the numbers 
was telegraphed bere tbis alternaon, and no du- 
plicates 7 among them.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct, B.- dief Brooks, of 
the Secret Service Bureau, to-day received 
from his agent in OChicaro numbers of the 
forged bonds found in Doyie's pussession when 
errested.
